HISTORY OF THE PLAY 
THE BRIGHT SIDE OF MEDEA 
By James Elward 
(Mr. Elward is author of “Best of Friends” which is being tested for 
Broadway.) 

A couple of years ago, I was working on a Script and had the young 
man in it refer to his mother as ‘Medea in the Bronx.” This started me 
thinking of a modern version of Medea set in a celebrity-conscious world 
where the idol is worshipped and worships in turn, and where his vic- 
timized wife secures the ultimate in revenge. 

After finishing my script, I got to work on my version of Medea. I 
wasn’t too far into it before I noticed it was developing into light comedy. 
My main characters were a faithful wife and a globe-encircling, philan- 
dering husband who finally gets his comeuppance. 

As my plot unfolded, I also detected an aura of mystery and suspense. 
My Medea version was taking the kind of shape I had never dreamed of. 

When I finished, I got to realize that the right kind of actress would 
nave it in her power to play a game with the audience at each perform- 
ance. I could imagine that some members of the audience would be say- 
ing, “No woman would ever have done a thing like that.” Others might 
say, “I’m sure she’s telling the. truth.” I never spell it out. [’'m leaving it 
up to you, dear spectator. 

I’m also leaving it up to Shirley Booth. However she plays the role 
may very well be a determining factor in the truth or falsity of her reve- 
lation. Watch her closely.
